Belgium 
is the paradise of the 


working man. 
Tbia statement must 


be qualified by the supposition that 
he possesses at least a dog. 
An even 


greater asset is a gentle cow well 
broken to harness. 
The 
greatest 


blessing ofjfate is his if be bas a 
strong, healthy wife and a robust 
grown daughter. 


Poor Carlo or Fido never gets to 


indulge in those doggish 
pastimes 


so'dear to bis free born American 
brother, such as chasing a stray cat 
or 
making the acquaintance of a 


passing neighbor's pup. 
He is too 


busy earning bis board and lodging. 
There are turnips to be bauled in 
and fertilizer to be bauled out, so be 
tugs away at the awkard wheelbarrow 
wbile his master's- wife holds tbe 
bandies and steers. 
If there is no 


cow in tbe family, tbe muster spades 
up the little vegetable garden while 
the dog drags a small wooden toothed 
harrow under female supervision, or 
he may be bitcbed up with tbe wo- 
man and in extreme cases tbe man 
himself may later join the slowly 
plodding team. 


Nor is the city cousin more for- 


tunate. 
In all the countries of 


Europe 
the delivery of aroceries, 


meat, bread and vegetables is accom- 
plished for the most part by tbe use 
of band carts. 
But io Belgium no 


delivery boy would think of pushing 
tbe vehicle himself. 
From one to
